The collector of paper currency who would like to make a specialized 
collection of the notes issued by the various individual Confederate 
States during the Civil War period is faced with the problem of not 
having available any reliable and complete reference work. William W. 
Bradbeer in his famous work: “Confederate and Southern State Cur- 
rency,” originally published in 1915 attempted to list these notes. 
Unfortunately this work contains many erroneous listings and omissions.

All of the various notes issued will probably never be known. The issues 
of the State of North Carolina alone would fill a small volume. Bradbeer 
lists 150 different notes for this state, about 100 other and unlisted 
varieties are known to the author. 
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Georgia being the '‘native heath” of the author, it was decided to 
present a comprehensive listing of all known issues of this state during 
the war period. A modern and revised classification system is employed 
and the old “cart before the horse” method of beginning with the highest 
denomination and working down to the lowest is abandoned, the modern 
and more practical approach of starting with the lowest and working 
up is used. 

The first issue of the state was dated January 15, 1862 and the last 
March 20, 1865. All notes are lithographed and the reverses are left 
blank. The printers and engravers employed were: R. H. Howell of 
Savannah, Georgia, and Douglas of New Orleans. From unsigned and 
proof specimens in the collection of the author it is evident that the 
imprint of the State Treasury seal (Figure 1), and the colored overprint 
found over the value labels on some notes were added after delivery of 
the sheets and quite possibly after they were numbered and signed. This 
procedure was probably a protection against theft and an accounting aid. 
The notes appear on various weights and types of paper but no water- 
marked specimens have been noted. 

Various denominations were used ranging from 50 to $500 and vary- 
ing with the various issues. Odd denomination notes of $3 and $4 were 
issued, however in limited quantity. Both values are rather scarce. 
Various redemption dates were used, that found on the $10 note of 
March 20, 1865 being somewhat peculiar and reading as follows: “The 
State of Georgia Will Pay The Bearer Ten Dollars at Her Treasury In 
Confederate Treasury Notes On The 25th Of December, 1865, Or Within 
Three Months Thereafter If Presented, Otherwise Not Redeemable Except 
In Payment Of Public Dues. Receiveable At All Times Before And After 
Maturity For TAXES AND PUBLIC DUES.” 

The fractional notes were issued only in 1863. It is an interesting 
and not very well known fact that all coin had quite naturally vanished 
from circulation early in 1861 and a serious small change shortage existed. 
The central Confederate Government did nothing to alleviate this situ- 
ation until 1863 when fractional notes of 500 denomination were issued. 
This was however the smallest value issued by the Government and the 
citizens of the Confederacy were entirely dependent on the various frac- 
tional notes issued by the individual states and by private firms and 
individuals for change. 

The listing of the State of Georgia issues follows, varieties unlisted 
by Bradbeer are indicated by the symbol “*.”

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A TIBETAN PAPER NOTE 

By H. F. BOWKER 

Of topical interest to collectors of paper currency may be a speci- 
men of a Tibetan paper note recently received. It is similar, though 
smaller, than some Tibetan notes which were illustrated but not ade- 
quately described in the October 1949 issue of the Numismatic Scrap- 
book. 

The face is printed in four colors, red, yellow, blue, and black, 
while the reverse is in red only. The printing blocks measure 3%" 
by 214 " overall, and are printed on paper measuring 4%" by 2 13/16" 
with two small circular holes at the right for stringing the notes into 
bundles. When the note is held to the light a horizontal line of black 
Tibetan characters may be seen through the paper in the manner of 
a watermark. These were apparently printed on one of the two sheets 
of which the paper is composed during the process of manufacture. 



The obverse background block is printed in yellow ink, which does 
not show up in the accompanying illustration, consists of a conven- 
tional pattern extending under the four upper and lower corner inscrip- 
tions, the second and third and fourth horizontal panels and the orna- 
mental rectangles at either side of the panel in which the serial num- 
bers are handwritten in black Tibetan numerals, and the side panels 
in which the circular red and square black seals are printed. The upper 
and lower, as well as the right and left vertical panels and the lines 
marking off the various rectangles are printed in red. The center panel 
and the second horizontal panel and the four corner ornaments upon 
which the black Tibetan characters are printed and the balls and rib- 
bons in the small rectangles adjacent to the right and left lower 
squares are printed in blue. 

The long Tibetan inscriptions immediately above and below the cen- 
ter panel, as well as the four corner Tibetan inscriptions are printed in 
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black. A translation of these is entirely beyond my capacity, except 
that it is recognized that the two lower corners have the value “five” 
in Tibetan script, which is understood to be the value of the note, but 
whether in terms of rupees or tangkas is not clear. 



The Chinese infiuence is noted in the style of the “lion-dog” in the 
center panel, as well as in the Yin-Yang symbols and dragons in the 
reverse design. Included in the right- and left-hand vertical panels are 
inscriptions which appear to be in the old Uigur form of Mongolian 
characters and similar in style to the right-hand square black seal, if 
indeed they do include a repetition of that seal’s inscription. The left- 
hand red circular seal appears to be composed of highly stylized Tibetan 
characters. 

Two or more varieties of these notes are known, differing prin- 
cipally in the size and depth of impression of the black Tibetan inscrip- 
tions. The accompanying illustrations are reverse photostats in which 
the blank paper appears in black while all of the ink impressions, 
excepting the yellow which is entirely absent, appear in white.

Bergen, Brainard and Curtis 
were members of the National Coin Week Awards Committee, and came 
over to learn just HOW the Phoenix club did it. Three times in a row 
— Zowie ! 

There were a representative number of displays such as Swedish 
Plate Money trucked in by. Bergen and Curtis, Porcelain Money by 
Panosh, and a Treasure Chest of modern American by young Sherer 
who spoke briefly on how he became the Club’s youngest collector and 
the trials and tribulations connected therewith. Marcella Sheldon exhib- 
ited famous medals including the A.N.A. group, while Vernon’s case 
contained a group of ancient Greek coins prior to the Roman era. This 
exhibition was unique in that it contained the exact coins which were 
reproduced on the new colored slides and given their world premier 
showing that afternoon by President Sheldon himself, who has taken a 
great personal interest in this, the Edward T. Newell Extension of 
Numismatic Knowledge or Plastic Slides Program. He has spent consid- 
erable of his own time and money in improving the photography and 
technical details, and the innovations he has fostered show up exceed- 
ingly well in the new product. 

Just who is responsible for such a successful coin collectors carnival 
as was presented that Sunday? A lot of the credit can be given Don 
Sherer, the Club’s President, and about sixty ardent members. However, 
main credit must be given to that very affable gentleman, V. Leon Belt, 
ex-president of the A.N.A., who began fostering the Club six years ago. 
That he has accomplished phenomenal results is written in the history 
of its achievements, in winning awards, the enthusiasm of its member- 
ship and the general success of the Club. This year it has shouldered 
the responsibility of sponsoring the Diamond Jubilee Convention to be 
held in Phoenix next August 25 to 29 and Mr. Belt has been named 
General Chairman.

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COINS AND MEDALS RELATING TO THE REFORMATION 
PRESENTED TO THE CONCORDIA HISTORICAL INSTITUTE 

What may be the largest and most comprehensive collection of 
medals and coins in the United States pertaining to the Protestant 
Reformation was formally presented to the Concordia Historical Insti- 
tute Thursday afternoon, Nov. 30, at the Claridge Hotel, St. Louis, Mo. 

The invaluable collection, gathered over a period of 20 years, was 
presented by its former owner, E. T. Schumm, a retired druggist of 
Oak Park, 111., to the Rev. August R. Suelflow, Curator, and Prof. Arthur 
C. Repp of Concordia Seminary, President of the Historical Institute.

The 325 coins and medals include some of the very rare Reformation 
centennial pieces, struck in 1617. Also included is a medal which may 
be the only one of its kind in existence. It was probably struck in 1546 
to commemorate the death of Martin Luther, and depicts the bust of 
the Reformer. The obverse shows the bust of Christ in profile. Another 
medal of great value is the Salzburger medal, struck in commemoration 
of the Lutheran refugees who emigrated to Georgia in 1734. This medal, 
which is not much larger than a silver half-dollar, is hollow. The interior 
contains seventeen finely-etched and hand-painted miniatures by Abra- 
ham Remshard of Augsburg which tell the story of the persecution and 
eviction of the Salzburgers from their native Austria. 
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The entire collection is very conservatively estimated at around 
$5,000 by Mr. Schumm. As soon as sufficient space and proper show- 
cases can be procured, this collection will be on display at the Institute. 
The Concordia Historical Institute, the official depository of The Lu- 
theran Church-Missouri Synod is located on the campus of Concordia 
Seminary in St. Louis, Mo.

NATIONAL COIN WEEK 1951— APRIL 20-26 

The approach of Coin Week finds our nation, and indeed the world, uncer- 
tainly and somewhat fearfully groping through one of history’s greatest crises. 
The time is one of anxiety, and one in which the active pursuit of a hobby may 
seem a frivolity to the superficial observer. 

Yet, the universality of hobbies among citizens of all degrees is one of the 
hallmarks of the culture and way of life that we are trying with so much 
sacrifice to preserve. 

A certain army officer, a member of the Central Illinois Numismatic 
Society, has been slogging through the mud, the blood, and the incredible hard- 
ships of the Korean fight. Danger and suffering have been his constant com- 
panions. Yet his wife and daughter, at his request, have faithfully attended the 
meetings in his absence, so that he might look forward to “numismatic news” 
as an occasional “lift.” He has found real pleasure in returning to his friends, 
from the battlefield, odd numismatic items. 

To this man, and to all of us. National Coin Week is one of the many 
symbols, perhaps none of which is of paramount importance in itself, that 
betoken our determination to preserve a way of life that provides such a 
means of fellowship and intellectual stimulation. 

Let us then, with a sober appreciation of the more important responsi- 
bilities we face, not neglect to make the 1951 Coin Week a success, and a 
symbol of high morale. It seems no more than fitting that we declare the theme 
to be “Numismatics of American History.” 

The field is vast, and no collection is so small as to be without appropriate 
specimens. Nearly all the commemorative coins have a very direct historical 
message. The “shin plasters” of colonial days, and the fractional currency of 
the Civil War period both may serve as reminders of previous periods of crisis 
weathered by our country. The three-cent pieces tell their story of economic 
development. The California gold pieces tell a thrilling story of the develop- 
ment of the Golden West. The silver dollars form a running history of mone- 
tary and economic changes that evolved as our country grew. War medals and 
decorations of the United States tell their own stories. 

Our principal efforts, then, will be directed toward displaying and identi- 
fying our exhibits in such a way that the historical connections will be para- 
mount. The effectiveness of individual displays will lie more in the historical 
illustrations involved than in the number or rarity of the pieces contained 
therein.

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NOTES ON THE CONNECTION OF BYZANTINE COINS WITH THOSE 

OF THE WEST 

By G. L. SCHANZLIN, Springfield, Ohio 

Pepin, the Short, father of Charlemagne, instituted a system of 
coinage which was destined to make history. It was based on silver, 
with a new denarius as unit for the smaller currency, and the pound of 
silver as the starting point. Twenty soldi accounted for a pound, and 
twelve denarii, or deniers, were equal to a soldus. The denier was the 
ancestor of the silver pennies of Western Europe and England. 

It has been held, that this Frankish system of coinage was estab- 
lished independently of the coinage of Byzant, but it is more likely, that 
its essential features were borrowed from Constantinople. The Follis 
of the Eastern Empire, a large bronze piece, has been traced from the 
time of Diocletian, through the coinage of Anastasius, down to the time 
of the Basilian dynasty in the ninth and tenth century, and further on. 
From the time of Anastasius on the Follis was equal to 40 Nummi, with 
fractional currency of 20, 10, and 5 Nummi, all marked with Greek letters 
as numerals. But the half Follis, the twenty Nummi piece, had a special 
name, Obolus, a different thing from the original ancient Greek obolus. 

But the Carolingians also had an obolus, a silver piece, half the size 
and the value of the denier, and equivalent to, or actually forming the 
silver half penny. As late as Shakespeare’s time, the accounts apparently 
showed, 

L, the libra, for pound, 

S, for soldus, or shilling, 
d, for denarius, or penny, and 
oh., for half-penny. 

This may have been the original series, the farthing being only a 
makeshift, as it were, being the quarter section of the penny, split twice 
on the outline of the cross. 

If the ancient silverpenny weighed 24 grains, the obolus or obole, 
weighed 12 grains. The obole of weight of the apothecary system is 
different. It weighs only 10 grains, because it is half a scruple, or the 
sixth part of a drachm, of 60 grains. 

Constantine introduced two new silver coins, the siliqua, or keration, 
weighing 12 grains, and its double, the miliarensis, or miliarision. The 
former weighed 12 grains, the other 24 grains, at least we find, that in 
428 A.D. 24 siliquas are reckoned to the solidus. Then 24 siliquas would 
weigh 288 grains, which would bring the 20 soldi of the pound of silver 
to 5760 grains, which is exactly the weight of a pound Troy. It could be 
then, that the original denier of Pepin is the continuation of the Byzan- 
tine miliarensis, which also weighed 24 grains. Twelve miliarenses then 
would weigh 288 grains, and the pound again would be the equivalent of 
the pound Troy. 

It would seem, that the word obolus, as used in Byzantine times has 
come to mean one half, not only of the old follis piece, but also one half 
of the silver miliarensis, that is to say, the siliqua. If the English penny 
and the half-penny correspond to these two Byzantine pieces, then it will 
follow, that also the half-penny silver piece came to be named obolus, or 
obole.

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Our Warlike Heraldic Designs 
Dear Mr. Mosher: 

The December, 1950, Numismatist 
“Notes & Queries” had Mr. Guild’s 
letter asking why the arrows on the 
“Heraldic” reverses until 1807 were 
changed to the right or dexter talon, 
negating the idea portrayed on the 
Great Seal that our warlike aims 
were only secondary. Your reply said 
in passing that the only other U. S. 
coin between then and 1907 with the 
same error was the trade dollar. 

Among U. S. regular issues, there 
actually was one other coin in the 
same period as the trade dollar with 
the same feature — the twenty-cent 
piece, which Mr. Comparette evi- 
dently forgot about also when he 
wrote up the same question in the 
introduction to the 1914 Mint Cata- 
logue. This is really only half an 
error, since the eagle design (though 
not inscriptions) is the same on both 
pieces except for the size and length 
of arrows and olive branch. 

This heraldic error apparently can 
be ascribed principally if not en- 
tirely to William Barber; it appears 
on quite a number of his patterns 
of the same period, 1872-77. The 
entire 1872 gold set and Amazonian 
silver set, plus a half-eagle pattern 
of 1873 (AW1286) and at least six of 
the ten Trade Dollar reverses 
(AW1247, 1303, 1324, 1337, 1338 and 
the regular type) have the same 
feature, as do the pair of Barber 
gold patterns of 1875, AW1403 and 
1406, the regular twenty-cent reverse 
(illustrated by Adams over AW1433 
for comparison) and its pattern var- 
iant in AW1453, and two 1877 half 
dollars with the reverse of AW1534, 
WR71 and 73. The militaristic idea 
was especially prominent on the 1872 
Amazonian set, and it would seem to 
have been intentional; this design 
lacks both the word LIBERTY and 
the olive branch for peace, having 
instead the Amazon Queen Hippolyte, 
with two eagles, two shields, a sword 
and three arrows, and draped over 
the reverse shield “In (this) God we 
trust,” suggesting the Bismarckian 
GOTT MIT UNS or perhaps Crom- 
well’s “Trust in God and keep your 
powder dry” sentiment. Perhaps the 
coiners were anticipating by a few 
years Teddy Roosevelt’s “big stick” 
foreign policy, and this may be the 
real answer to the question why coins 
designed for international circulation 
had the arrows in the dexter claw, if 
indeed it was more than an error. 

I recall that on at least two other 


occasions when war feeling ran high 
in the United States, the sentiments 
were reflected in the coin designs. 
The more recent one was the 1916 
“Mercury” dime with the authori- 
tarian device of the fasces, symbol 
of the power of life and death; the 
other was the heraldic reverse of 
1798-1807 with the arrows in the dex- 
ter claw, which provoked Mr. Guild’s 
letter. In that nine-year period we 
narrowly escaped a war with France 
(over the X-Y-Z affair and other dis- 
agreements) and a war with England 
over the impressment of American 
sailors into British ships, and we did 
have a small-scale war with the Bar- 
bary pirates around 1804-5, remem- 
bered today in the first line of the 
Marines’ Hymn. 

Of course this is all coincidence, 
but certainly most unusual and ap- 
propriate coincidence; or perhaps 
Juno Moneta in a whimsical mood — 
or the engravers’ subconscious minds 
— might have been responsible for 
these instances of militarism on our 
coins.

The continued vigilance of 
American institutions and individuals 
in identifying cultural objects im- 
properly dispersed during World War 
II is needed.

ARTHUR W. DEAS, A.N.A. NO. 3572 

The numismatic and philatelic world lost one of its outstanding 
members with the death of Arthur W. Deas which happened Decem- 
ber 3, at St. Francis Hospital in the Bronx.
